Data analysis revealed that there Vere statistically 
significant differences at the .001 level in the persistence 
patterns of Fill 1979 entering students on 12 of the 15 
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" 4 For example, by age, the highest proportion- of non-r per sisters 
46 percent/ ^as for studehts 25-29 years old. That is, 46 percent 
of all entering students 25-29 years old (91 of 200) attended KCC 
for only ofte, Semester. This proportion ig quite different from the. 
one represented *by 91 of ,564 non-perslfeters (column percent). 

It is interesting tp^ note that 48 of these graduates

C. Findings; By Program 

, Always of special interest to campus personnel fire program 
data (Table 1) . It is not surprising to find that there was a 
statistically significant difference dn persistence rates, at 
the .001 levej., among students in the various programs at KCC. 
The data show these higher proportions, compared to the overall 
rates, for: graduates among health services majors (36%. vs 5%), 
persisters among public service majors (47% vs 29%) and non - - 
persisters among 'other (Unclassified/special) students (58% vs 
28%) • TRese results are not surprising given the nature 4f 
thejieaith and public service programs and the educational 
objectives of the unclassif ied student.

For the mopt part, our analysis of persistence rates for the 
Fall 1979 Entering group reveals no surprising results. For 
example, the high gr^dtnftion rates for health services majors 
is understandable because of the one-year practical nurdinq 
program; the* high persistence rates for public service majors 
because of the nature of the clientele and of the program; 
and the highexr hon-persister rates for liberal arts majors* 
because of transfer possibilities; and the higher non-^per sister 
rates for unclassified/special students because they are 
usually riot seeking degrees* 

In reviewing the delta presented in this report, campus personnel 
yshpuld keep the following in mind: (a) the general entering 
characteristics of the different groups of students (these 
dat* afce Included in Appendix C for the Fall 1979 entering 
group amh when available, for the Fall 1975 group) and rf
